Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


T’o the School Board of Candia, N. H. 


_ Your present superintendent of schools assumed his 
duties the first of last September. Consequently he did not 
have an opportunity during the summer months to study 
your school system and get acquainted with its problems. 
He wag faced with a new and difficult situation. He set 
out to solve the problems which required immediate atten- 
tion. He took.things as he found them, and has worked 
ever since devoting his entire time ‘and energy to promote 
the best interests of Supervisory Union No. 53, of which 
Candia is a part. | 

The most important phase of any school system is what 
is actually accomplished in the school room, ‘The school 
room is a mighty workshop which either makes or un- 
makes the future citizens of our Republic. Recognizing 
this fact the superintendent has used his influence, skill, 
and experience in making the school room function in such 
a way as to impart to the pupils the best training possible 
under the circumstances. 

The superintendent has given a generous portion of his 
time to direct the work of your teachers. He has visited 
every teacher at work often in order to have first hand in- 
formation regarding their work, personality and results ob- 
tained. He has advised them in individual conferences. 
and before the end of the year he expects to meet them 
collectively to plan and talk over the educational needs of 
Candia. 

The first little problem that your superintendent was 
faced with last fall was that of securing three teachers for 
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Candia. These teachers should have been employed during 
the summer vacation. One was secured for the High 
Street school at once. The other two for East Candia and 
the Colcord schools were not secured for some time until 
after the other schools had opened. Candia was fortunate 
in retaining the services of two of the old teachers, and 
also in securing other teachers so late in the season who too 
have given highly satisfactory service. 

During the present year the Colcord school has been 
greatly improved. The roof was reshingled ; missing panes 
of glass have been replaced ; new curtains were put in, and 
a new door has been placed at one end of the building. The 
valls have been painted, all in all making the building 
much more attractive. 

The condition of the desks and the seats in the South 
Road school was poor. After calling the attention of the 
school board to those conditions, changes for the better 
were made. During the summer months further improve- 
ments ought to be made. Some of the toilets should be 
provided with fly-proof vaults and ventilators. Another 
great need is that of a better heating system, The stoves 
used now do not create a circulation of heat for even distri- 
bution over the room. ‘There is no provision made for a 
foul air outlet. The atmospheric condition of the rooms is 
often so bad that it makes the scholars sleepy, tired, and 
restless. As soon as the district feels that it ean afford the 
expense these conditions ought to be remedied. 

Punctuality and a sense of responsibility are most valu- 
able characteristics for children to acquire. Are the 
parents of Candia doing their best to see that their children 
are in school every day, and on time? Do you look after 
the physical and moral welfare of your children? Do you 
take your boys and girls out of school just ag soon as they 
are sixteen years old, and send them to work to add a few 
dollars to the family purse which help perhaps you do not 
really need? Do you ever visit school to get in touch with 
your children’s teachers? Education is the salvation of the 
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world. It demands the active interest of every citizen in 
order to get our children ready to live in accordance with 
the noblest traditions, the best means, and the highest 
ideals evolved by leaders. 

In conclusion the superintendent wishes to make clear 
the fact that your schools are doing good work, that a 
marked improvement is being made, and that the require 
ments of both the local board, and the State Department 
of Education are being met. The superintendent thanks 
the community, the teachers, and the school board in par- 
ticular, who. have visited schools, held board meetings at 
which he has been present, and spared themselves no pain 
and trouble working in the interest of the Candia schools. 
If we continue to/grow and develop, the time will not be 
far when the boy and the girl who come from small com- 
munities like Candia will enjoy equal educational ad- 
vantages with the children from larger centers. Let this 
be our hope!
